The flu clinics are now complete for 2006. At the clinic last Saturday in Newton, 688 
people received pneumonia, flu, flu mist and flu shots for infants 6 mos. and up. 
Approximately 900 people received flu shots in Arlington and, once again, the 
appointment system was very successful. Flu shots have become very profitable for 
pharmacies and doctors offices and there is competition for seniors on Medicare.
